to the true Faith, ſome ſeducing Teachers had 
preached up the Nerat of the Moſaic Law 
in order to Salvation. The Apoſtle's In- 
tent was to root out this dangerous Error, as 
continuing to lay upon Believers an heavy and 
unprofitable Voke of Bondage from which Chriſt 
had ſet them free, as he tells them Ch. 5. 1. 
This he attempts, as from other Arguments, 
ſo here from the Incapacity ht Law in parti- 
cular was under, for doing them any Service 
towards obtaining Remiffion of their Sins, and 
Eternal Life. The former of theſe, 1 mean 
Remiſſion of Sins, he expreſſes by Righteouſ- 
| neſs in the Text; the latter, Eternal Life, by 
Inheritance, Ver. 18. The latter he urges was 
a Bleſſing which God had covenanted for, not 
by the Contract made with his People at Mount 
Sinai, where the Law was given; bit with the 
Father of that People, many hundred Years 
| before, when promiſing that in his Seed all Na- 
tions ſhould be bleſſed, Ver. 8, 16. The for- 
mer he contends is therefore to be attained by 
the ſame Means, and ſtands ſuſpended on the 
ſame Condition till, as it was imparted to A. 
braham at the making: of that Promiſe, 80 
that they who are bkfſed with faithful Abra 
bum, muſt be bleſſed as he was, by Faith, not 
by the Works of the Law, which he neither 
was nor could be ; becauſe juſtified 430 Years 
| before hg Law was given.“ 2 1 
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What? Is then the Law againſt the Promiſes 
of God to Abraham, as by this Diſcourſe it 


| ſeems to be? No, ſays the Apoſtle, God forbid: 


We do not ſay, that the Law is againſt the 
Promiſe, but that it is weak and impertect. 
For if there had been a Law given by God, 
which could of its own Power, or by our O- 
bedience to it, have given Life Eternal, as this. 
Promiſe doth; then verily Righteouſneſs ſhould . 
have been communicated to us by the Law. 
But fo tar is the Law from ' conferring Righte- 
ouſneſs, that the Scripture hath concluded all 


Men to be under the Guilt of Sin, and Breach 


of the Law ; that the Promiſe of Eternal Lite, 
by Faith of Chriſt Jeſus might be given to 
them, and to them only who believe in Him. 


In treating upon which Words thus explain- 
ed and paraphraſed, I propoſe to ſhew | 
I. That all Mankind have ſinned, and have 
fallen ſhort of the Glory or Praiſe vt God, and 
are thereby become the Children of Wrath; 
The Scripture hath concluded all under Sin. 
II. That there never was any Law given, be- 
fore the Goſpel, which could have reſtored loſt 


Mankind ta the Love and Favour of God: 


For it there had been a Law given which could 
have given Life, verily Righteouſneſs ſhould - 
have been by the Law.

HI. That there is another and better Law, 


meaning the Goſpel, which brings a Remedy

And in ſpeaking to every one 
of theſe Heads I am very ſenſible, that there 
lies before me a large and extenſive Field of 
Matter, which will take me up ſome time to 
go thre with; and therefore I have the greater 
reaſon to requeſt of my Readers, that they will 
be ſo good as to lend me their beſt and ſtricteſt

old World, ſometime before the Flood, God is 
ſaid to have beheld, that the Wickedneſs of 


Man was great in the Earth, and that not only 


every Imagination, but as the Words in the O- 
rigmal ſignify, the Formation and Conception 

the Thoughts of his Heart was only Evil 
continually, Gen. 6. Upon which Words, a 
learned Jew, aſking his Maſter when this evil 
Imagination was planted in Mar ? receives this 
Anſwer ; from the very Hour, in which he 
was firſt formed. (Bereſchith Rabba, Tom. 2. 
P. 466. Ap. Rob. P. 33.) So likewiſe Gen. 8. 
21. it is ſaid, that the Imagination of Man's 
Heart is evil from his Youth. So again in the 
new World, after the Flood, we meet with 
burnt Sacrifices and Offerings for Sin in all the 
ſeveral Books or Writings of Moſes ; which 
ſhews the general Corruption of Mankind. 


For had not Mankind been corrupted, there 


could have been no occaſion for burnt Sacrifices 
and Offerings for Sin at all. And this, no doubt 
it was, that made the wiſeſt of Men fay, that 
there is no Man that ſinneth not, 1 Kings 8. 
46. And holy Yob, What is Man that he ſhould 
be clean? and he which is born of a Woman 
that he ſhould be righteous ?- Fob 15. 14. 
The Children of Men. faith David, are cor- 
rupt, they have done abominable Works, there- 
is none that doth good; they are all gone aſide, 
they are altogether become filthy; there is none

For the 
moſt good God and Father of Spirits, hath not 
at any Time whatever, left deſtitute of his Fa- 
vour thoſe Souls which have devoted themſelves 
to him; inaſmuch as the Mercy of the Lord, 
is from everlaſting to everlaſting upon them 
that fear him, P/alm 103. 17. For whomſo- 
ever; throughout every Age of the World, God 
hath called to the Knowledge and\Worſhip of 


| himſelf, he hath called in order to reward: 
for ſo ſaid God to Abrabam, I am thy exceed- 


ing great Reward, Gen. 15. 1. Such alſo he 
hath called-to receive the Fruit of their Labour, 
For verily there is a Reward for the Righteous, 


Pſalm 58. 11. Such hath he likewiſe called 


to a Hope that is not to be terminated by the 
Boundaries of Human Life: For the Righteous 


hath Hope in his Death, Prov.

But I ſay unto you, that many 
ſhall COME; from the Eaſt and Weſt, from the 
North and the South, and ſhall fit down with 
Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob in the Kingdom 


of Heaven. In which Places our Seviour at- 


tributes to thoſe Patriarchs, not only a Lat and 
Part in the Kingdom of Heaven, but alſo the 
firſt and chiefeſt Seatz ; and aſſerts that others 
alſo, are admitted into Pattnetſhip with them.

For, as St. Auſtin“ has it, although all theſe 
were born and lived at different Times, yet 
they are contained in the Society of one People, 
and are Citizens of the ſame City. Hence it is, 
he ſticks not to call them Members of Chriſt. 

For, ſays he, + who dares to doubt but that 
thoſe juſt Men ſhall therefore obtain the Re- 
ſurrection of eternal Life, ſince according to 
the Apoſtle they ſhall. be made alive in Chriſt? 
And they ſhall therefore be made alive in Chriſt, 
becauſe they belong to the Body of Chriſt; and 
they therefore belong to the Body of Chriſt, be- 


cauſe; Chriſt is their Head; and therefore they 


are the Members. 


And thus I have gone thro' (in a long, tho! 
Lhope not too tedious a Courſe of Sermons) with 


what I at firſt intended upon this Subject; by 
ſhowing you that all-good Men, from the Be- 
ginning of the World to the End: of it, always 
or been, and ever ſhall be ſaved by Faith in 
Cbriſt. Not that I wou'd be underſtood 
reby to mean, as if all theſe holy Perſonages 
were void af good Works, or of the Giſts and 
Graces of the Goſpel. No: For as good Works,

t ue and lively Faith, inſomuch that by them 


a ively Faith may be as evidently known, as a 
Tree is diſcerned by its Fruits: So is it in the 
Caſe here beſore us. For if we briefly run over, 
and take a ſhort View of the Lives, Actions, and 
Speeches of theſe Antients, we ſhall find, that 
whatever tended to ſolid Virtue, and a lively 
Image, or Repreſentation of God, did eminently 
abound in them, as well as in us Chriſtians. 


Such as the ſame Gift of the Holy Spirit, the 


ſame Gifts of Love and Charity; of Meekneſs, 
Patience, and Humility; the ſame Love and 
Obedience to the Call of God; and to ſay all 
in a Word, the ſame true Righteouſneſs i in all 
Reſpecls. Thus (to begin with the laſt firſt)

excellent Sacrifice than Cain, by which he ob- 


tained Witneſs that he was righteous, God teſti-

in the Eyes of the Lord, Gen. 6. 8. Abraham 
is _ | Jae neous Man, whom 5055 raiſed 
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up from the Eaſt, J/ai. 41. 2. and is dignified AY 


with- the Title of the Friend of God, Verte 8: 
In ſhort, he was a Perſon eminently remark- 
able for every Chriſtian Virtue. For, beſides 
his Faith, which I have before ſpoken to, he 
was eminent for his Obedience, and Love to 
God : particularly, when he was commanded 
to go out of his own Country, and from his 
Kindred; and from his Father's Houſe,- unto a 
Land that God wou'd ſhew him, as we have it, 
Genefis 12. 1, the Apoſtle tells us, he obeyed; 


not knowing whither he went, Hebrews 11. 8. 


But what exceeds all Imagination; and even 
ſhocks Human Nature at the Thought of it, 'is 
this: That a Man more than ordinarily deſirous 
of Iſſue, being very rich, and in great Autho- 
rity- among the People with whom he lived,' 
and wiſhing for nothing more than a numerous 
Offspring to deſcend from him, and who at laſt 
had a Son born to him when he leaſt expected 
itz that this Perſon, I ſay, ſhou'd all of a ſud- 
den, as if he had loſt all natural Affection, con- 
ſent to ſlay this Son of his at a ſingle Command 


of God, and that too after a Journey of no leſs 


than three Days from the Place where he dwelt. 


This, ſurely, cannot be looked upon otherwiſe, 


than as the higheſt Degree of Obedience indeed. 


For had he — this the Moment he re- 


ceived the Command, it might juſtly have been 
looked upon as a raſh and inconſiderate Act: 
But whereas he attempted. to do it after ſo long 


a Time, as three Days, from his receiving, 2 
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the Command, we cannot but reaſonably con: 
clude, that it was an Action duly — dal, 


maturely deliberated, and ſuch a Teſtimony and 


Proof of his ſincere Obedience and Love to God, 
as nothing of this Nature ever came up to, either 
before or , wang *By the Way, not only Abra- 
ham, but 1/Jaac too, was herein an eminent Ex- 
ample-of Qbedience and Reſignation to the Will 
of God. For, Joſephus makes 1/aac to be now 
25 Years old, but an Hebrew. Tradition about 
35 à proper R<ſemblance of our Saviour. If 
> be was doubtleſs able to have reſiſted his 
Father now. ſtricken 1 in Years: but he was ſo 


far from it, that he is obſerved. to have expreſ- 


ſed no Reluctancy, but quietly and meekly to 
have ſuffered himſelf to be bound and laid upon 
the Altar; though God was pleaſed to deliver 


him afterward. But to return, Abrabam was 


remarkable for the moſt profound Humility; 


as is evident from that Part of the Conference 


which was indulged him by God, when: in» 
of being elevated, with the Honour: that 


— — him of God's talking with him 


Face to Face, he cried in great Abaſement of 


himſelf: What am I, that I have taken upon me 


to ſpeak unto the Lord, who am but Duſt and 


Aſbest Gen. 18. 27. But neither did the Grace 


and Spirit of God ſhine forth leſs eminently in 
other "Far what din we of 5, 4 
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Man ſecond to none: for of him it is ſaid, That 
there is none like him in the Earth, a perſect 
and an upright Man, one that feareth God, and 
eſcheweth Evil, and who holdeth faſt his Inte- 
grity even under the greateſt Evils, and Cala- 
mities, as God himſelt bears Witneſs of him, 
Fob 2. 3. Eminent to a Miracle for his Pas 
tience: for by his Patience and Long- ſuffering, 
he even exhauſted the Devil's Quiver of all 
Arrows of Miſchief he was Maſter of, as Saint 
Chryſeftom * expreſſes it. = What think we, 
laſtly, of Moſes? A Man of conſummate Mo- 
deſty towards God; the meekeſt above all the 
Men which were upon the Face of the Earth; 
Numb. 12. 4. Whoſe Contempt of Grandeur, 
und even of the World itſelf, in Comparifon of 
his Love to God, the Apoſtle highly extolls, 
Heby. 11. 2427. And of whoſe Denial of 
himſelf, and of his unbounded Love for the 
Name and People of God, we have a complete 
and finiſhed Specimen, in Ex. 32. 32, Where 
he beſeeches God, that unleſs he wou'd forgive 
his People the Sin of worſhipping the Molten 
Calf, he wou'd blot him out of the Book of 
Life which” he had written. An Expreſſion 
this; of the like Importance with blotting out 


ones Name from under Heaven, which Moſes 
makes uſe of in the Repetition of the very ſame 


Caſe, Deut. 9. 14, and ſigniſtes no more than 
temporal Death and Deſtruction. Accordingly 
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Moſes deſired to die; or to be deſtroyed himſelf h 
from off the Land of the Living, rather than 
to live to ſee his Nation , periſh, or his People 
which he brought out of Egypr to ſuffer, how- 
ever juſtly they had deſerved it. Upon which, 
two learned Fathers * break out in this Excla- 
mation, Oh! how great muſt this Man's Per- 
fection be, who had rather die with the People 
of God, than be ſaved alone? for he ſought not 
ſo much the Preſervation of his own Life and 
Security, as he did the common Saſety of the 
Whole. An Expreſſion this likewiſe, which 
— be c in the ſame; Senie with that 
the forecited Place of Moſes, other wiſe it 
WW be irrational and impious. Laſtly, As to 
Gift of the Spirit, the Scriptures of the Ol 
Jeſlament do abundantly teſtity. - Thus upon 
the Choice of the 70 Elders chat were to be 
aſſiſtant to Moſes, it is ſaid, that when the Spi- 
rit reſted upon them, they prophecied, Num- 
bers II. 25. And when the Lord commanded 
Moſes to chooſe Joſhua' for his Succeſſor, he 
tells him he is a Man in whom is the Spirit, 
Numb. 27. 18. In the Levites Confeſſion to 


God, they acknowledge chat he bad teſtified
